TRAGEDY IN BALTIMORE.

Mingulnr Denth of n Police OMoer—Supposed
Unso of Accldentinl Shootian.

The Baltimore American of Friday saya : —

One of the most remarkable and mysterious
tragedies (hnt has ever been chronleled In Balti-
more was enncted In the western acollon of the
city early yvostorday morning, the vietim belng
Officor Charles J, Walgh, of the Westera Police

ree, who met with a sudden death from a pis-
tol-shot, nurplmt‘tl to have been the result of an
accident. Under the récent order of the Pollce
Board, the night force of the city police, na is
generally known, are divided ints two
squads, the first of which are relieved
at 2 o'clock by the men who remain
on duty until 0 in the morning, With the latter
departinent Mr. Waleh was connected, and, in
accordauce with thy nsnal lustroctions, entered
the Western statlon-house about 1 o'elock, and
a few minutes later proceeded, In company with
the squad (o which he was attached, to the cor-
per of Baltimore and Pearl streets, where he
was last seen alive by his brother officers, A
few moments after the latter had taken thelr
departure the sudden report of a pistol shot
was heard, and severnl pereons al once has-
tened to the spol from whence Lhe
sound proceeded, and were horrified
discovering Officer Walsh lving upon
his face, n piatol ball having enterad his forehead
and passed entirely through the head horizon-
tally, penetrating the brain, and causinga pro-
fuse bemorrhage.
bhead wore covered with blood, a pool of which
was on the sidewalk. He was wholly uncon-
scious, and in that conditlon was romoved to
tho Western Station House, where his condition
was made as comforlable as possible by Licu-
tenant Moore, the officer in charge, who in-
slantly despatehed the messengers for physi-
cings. P'rofessor Butler was In the room in a
few minutes after belng summoned, and at once
applied every known remedy, but expressed his
conviction that the Injury was mortal, the
truth of which prediction was painfully illus-
trated by the death of the vietim al fifteen
minuies past three o'clock, exacily one aund
thres-quarter hours after recelving the fatal shot.
It was at first the general impression, created by
the pecullar surroundings of the distressing
affair, that the deceased had voluntarlly taken

hia life; but this theory seems to have heen |

thoroughly dispelled by the evidence offered
before the jury of inquest, summoned before Dr
8picer, Coroner, to investigale the circumstances
atlending his death.

outrage are perhaps vet fresh in the minds of
this community. Five or slx young roughs
watched a favorable opportunity to waylay Poor-
man, who was known to have considerable
money on his person, and wheo it presented
itzelf they made a eoncerted attack on him,
rifling his pockets. Beveral of the supposad
[‘u?liaus were arrrested soon alter and put under
all.

Hearing that suspicion attached to him as
being one of the party, Bhannon decamped, re-
maining away from the city until a mouth or
twe ago, when he quietly returned. Up to the
time of Lis arrest be kept himself secreted ns
much as poseible, a troe bill on the charge of
assanlt and robbery having been found against
bim by the Grand Jury during his absance, and
of which faet he had been mnde acquainted.

On Wedpesday of last week U, F. Tunis made
information against Fillmore J. S8Hannon, the
prisoner, for having commitied w bratal assault
on his son, Edward J. Tonls, on Saturday, De-
cember 17, and robbed him of Ufty or sixty dol-
lars in money and a gold watch, On Saturday
last the-accused had a hearing bafore Alderman
Kepuer, District Attorney Wiestling represent-
ing the Commonwenlth and B. F. Etter, Eaq.,
the defendant. After a thorough Investigation,
in which the evidence strongly pointed to the
guilt of 8Bhannon, he was committed for court.
